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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nakano 
et al(6,012,862) in view of Rasmussen et al(5,324,020). The patent to Nakano et al teaches the 
structure of an ink jet printer as claimed including a printing unit to print an image on a paper, a 
paper ejecting mechanism to support-and eject the paper printed on by the printing unit. The 
paper ejecting mechanism includes an ejecting roller 1 1 which ejects paper printed on by a 
printhead in an ejecting direction, and a paper stand 15 installed under the ejecting roller 1 1 
which moves to an upper limit and supports the paper when the ejecting roller is rotated in an 
ejecting direction, and which moves to a lower limit thereof and drops the paper into an output 
tray 22 when the ejecting roller is rotated in a reverse direction to the ejecting direction. See 
Figs. 4-6 and the abstract in Nakano et al for details. However, the paper stand 15 is not 
rotatably mounted for rotational movements as recited. The patent to Rasmussen et al teaches in 
a similar printing apparatus the conventionality of using a paper stand 32 and 34 rotatably 
mounted therein for rotational movements between an upper limit for supporting the printed 
paper being ejected and a lower limit towards the paper tray floor 24 for dropping the paper into 
the output tray. See Figs. 1-3 and column 2, line 44 through column 3, line 55 in Rasmussen et 
al for example. It would have been obvious to those having ordinary skill in the art to provide 
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the printing apparatus of Nakano et al with the rotatably mounted paper stand appropriately 
disposed as taught by Rasmussen et al in order to achieve substantially vertical drop of paper 
onto the top of the paper tray, thus prevent passage of the paper beyond the confines of the paper 
tray. 

Claims 2-9 and 1 1-20 are allowed.
